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County Looking at *150,000 Deficit

When the final tally is in, Crawford County will be facing 
another year of deficit spending, to the ture of nearly 
$150,000. 
County treasurer Joe Wakeley has been advising the 
County Board of Commissioners since June that expendi- 


tures were exceeding budgeted amount. At the October 28th - 


meeting of the commissioners’ Ways and Means Committee, 
Wakeley reported that the projected shortages were between 
$140,000 and $150,000. Today, Wakeley projects that these 
shortages will be closer to $150,000. 

How serious is the $150,000 budget shortage and how does 
the County plan to balance their 1988 budget? Wakeley ex- 
plained that the necessary money would be taken from the 
Delinquent Tax Revolving Fund. This fund was started 13 
years ago and was established to purchase delinquent taxes 
from the townships, city, schools — all units of government. 
This purchase is made by the County issuing bonds, then as 
the taxes are collected from the property owners, the County 
escrows the money and pays off the bonds. When the system 
was established, the goal was that as the bonds were paid off, 
any profit remaining would be left in the fund to grow and ac- 
cumulate so that eventually the County would be self-fund- 
ing, and would not have to borrow against their delinquent 
taxes. 

This goal has never been achieved because the County 
has had to transfer the profits from the revolving fund to the 
General Fund to both balance deficit budgets and to com- 
pensate for lost revenue sources. In 1985, $131,000 was trans- 
ferred to balance the County budget. This procedure was re- 
peated in 1986 with $110,000 transferred, and again in 1988 
with $295,000 transferred. The 1988 transfer includes a 
$145,000 payoff following the County’s lost lawsuit brought by 
Carol Conklin, and $150,000 for the budget shortage. 

This year might be the last year the revolving fund can 
be used to offset a budget deficit. Wakeley stated that the re- 
volving fund would have the necessary $175,000 needed by the 
County in 1989 for the lost revenue-sharing money, but he 
emphasized that there would not be an additional $150,000 to 
make-up another budget shortage, if the same situation 
should occur next year. 

The extra ‘‘bail-out’’ funds will not be available for two 
reasons, said Wakeley. The first involves changes in bond 
procedures. Bonding is still permitted, but under a different 
set of rules. 

“We have been able to make money in the revolving 
fund,’’ explained Wakeley, ‘by the way we have been able to 
set up and structure the bond issues and the bond payments. 
It allowed us to hold onto the money over the time we were 
collecting the taxes.’’ Wakeley continued, ‘‘We paid off small 
amounts of the bonds over a three year period. The first and 
second year were small principal payments and the third 
year the large payment.”’ ‘“‘Now”, Wakeley said, ‘because 
the County is collecting the majority of the tax money in the 
first year, the County has to make the biggest principal pay- 


cided that the previous bonding allowed for arbitrage (the 
making of a profit and not paying a tax on the profit), and 
changed the bonding payment system. 


‘So the profits that the County can make on the bonds | 


will not be as great in the future,” said Wakeley. ‘‘Also the 

people who buy the bonds are looking more favorable at them 
if groups selling can put up 10%. This means that the 10% is 
tied up until two years down the road.” 

The second reason that extra money will not be available 
next year is that the County does not have any bond issues 
maturing in 1989. Consequently, there will not be any profits 
available. The County’s next bond issues both mature in 1990. 

“And I have no idea now what the profits will be on those 
bond issues,” said Wakeley. 


Wakeley stated that as he went over the 1988 budget, line 
item by line item, most expenditures were necessary and 
could be justified, but he said that this circumstance only 
served to alarm him more. He said that justifiable expenses 
or not, the County cannot afford another budget deficit year 
the likes of 1988. 

After the $150,000 transfer occurs, the County budget will 
be approximately $11,000 in the black.

Chamber Eyes 2% 
Miotel Room Tax 
To Promote County

A two percent room tax that will net near- 
ly $75 ,000 in the first year is one segment of a 
two part expansion program planned by the 
Grayling Regional Chamber of Commerce. 
Both programs will promote Crawford 
County, first as a tourist and convention 
destination and second for economic, indus- 


- trial and business development. 


It will be the responsibility of the newly 
established Grayling Area Visitors Council 
to promote Grayling as a tourist and con- 
vention area. These promotions wil) be paid 
for with the 2% room tax, which was ten- 
tatively agreed upon by area motel and 
hotel owners. Chris Holtz, officé manager 
for the Chamber, estimated that this tax 
should bring to Crawford County $75,000 in 
1989, and will be available by September. 

“This represents almost 10 times more 
money than the Chamber has ever spent 
promoting Crawford County,” said Bill 
Carey, President of the Chamber’s Board of 

-Directors. “And it is not coming from you or 

me or local businesses,’’ he said. “It is 
coming from tourists to promote more 
tourism.” 

The Grayling Area Visitors Council will 
consist of nine board members, mainly 
motel and hotel owners, and will direct the 
Chamber how they want the assessment 
monies spent. The Chamber office and staff 
will serve as the administration organiza- 
tion for the Visitors Council. 

According to Carey, the Chamber’s Board 
of Directors has committed themselves and 
an executive director to becoming a central 
planning organization that will actively pur- 
sue the economic, industrial, and business 
development of Crawford County. To fi- 
nance the hiring of a professional full-time 
director and pay for promotional programs 
an Advisory Committee has been formed to 
assist the Chamber by conducting a three- 
year fundraising campaign. The goal of the 
Advisory Committee is to raise $200,000 over 
three years to increase the Chamber’s bud- 
get so that the Chamber can promote the 
community in different ways than the room 
tax promotions. 

“The Chamber’s focus will bé on the over- 
all quality of life in Crawford County,” 
Carey said, “It will promote industry that 


we feel will be beneficial for Crawford Coun-. 


ty.” 


Members of the Advisory Committee are 
Jim Bourrie, Ernie Dawson, Rose Duley, 
Ron Fraser, Ron. Phillips, Ralph Stevens, 
and Paul Thomson. 

The fundraising campaign will kick-off in 
early 1989. 

Carey stated that the new programs sig- 
nify not only the beginning of an exciting ex- 
pansion of Services to the residents of Craw- 
ford County, but also the successful con- 
clusion of a difficult recovery period for the 
once ailing organization. 

“Two years ago the Chamber was facing 
financial disaster,” said Carey. 

He explained that indebtedness had 
forced the organization to terminate their 
director because they did not have the 
money to pay his salary. In an attempt to 
salyage the Chamber the board cut ex- 
penses to the bone. 

‘At this point,”’ said Carey, “the future of 
the Chamber was in question. There was 
some serious talk about closing the office 
completely.” 

Instead, the Chamber began to re- 
organize. 

The Chamber’s Board of Directors looked 
at their financial resources, membership 
dues, to determine exactly how much 
money they had to work with, and then for 
probably the first time in the Chamber’s his- 
tory, they constructed a budget. With a 
clear picture of their income and expenses, 
the board decided to hire Chris Holtz as the 
Chamber's office manager. 

At this time the sole goal and purpose of 
the Chamber was to function as an informa- 
tion clearinghouse for local activities and 
for peopte coming into the area who wanted 
to know more about the community, 
whether they were tourists, new residents or 
prospective business investors. Financially, 
this was the most the Chamber could hope to 
accomplish. 

Today the Gréyling Regional Chamber of 
Commerce is financially solvent and anti- 
cipating the forthcoming expansion pro- 
grams. Its membership has grown from 185 
members in 1986 to over 240 members today. 
The Chamber feels it has regained its credi- 
bility both with the business community and 
with the residents of Crawford County, and 
is excited about the future prospects of 
Crawford County.

Early Yuletime at Capitol 


CHRISTMAS IS COMING a bit early for 
the governor, lieutenant governor, legisla- 
tors and state judges, in the form of new and 
higher pay rates. 

As regular as Santa Claus visits good little 
girts and boys, a group called the State Offi- 
cers Compensation Commission (SOCC) has 
agreed to stuff fatter paychecks in the stock- 
ings of most top elected Michigan state offi- 
cials. 

Under Michigan’s Constitution, a group of 
seven citizens, appointed by the governor, 
gets together each two years and takes a 
look at pay and expense levels for the gover- 
nor, lieutenant governor, legislators and 
Supreme Court Justices. 

After a series of public hearings -—— at 
which hardly anyone ever appears — the 
SOCC makes its recommendations to the 
legislature. Unless the lawmakers turn it 
down, whatever the SOCC recommends be- 
comes effective. 

Since 1968 — when the voters added this 
sad system for pay setting to the state con- 
stitution — the legislature has never turned 
down a raise yet. The lawmakers cannot be 
expected to buck the trend this year either. 

* * * 

THE PAY OF the governor will go from 
the present $100,077 a year up to $103,580 in 
1989 and go up again to $106,690 in 1990. 

Biggest boost was authorized for the lieu- 
tenant governor; pay will rise from the 
present $67,377 a year, up to $80,300 in 1990. 
The reasoning given by the commissioners 
for the 19 percent pay hike for the lieutenant 
governor is to bring the pay level up to that 
of the most other state department heads. 
Whether that argument holds water is open 
te debate. 

It’s only been a few years ago that the 
lieutenant governor —- whose primary job is 
presiding over sessions of the state senate — 
was paid the same rate as legislators. Frorn 
all appearances, the job hasn't changed, but 
the pay has. 

As for the lawmakers, pay will go from 
the present $39,881, up to $42,670 next year 
and up again to $45,450 in 1990. . 

* * * 

PRESENTLY, GOV. James Blanchard’s 
pay is third highest among the nation’s 
governors, trailing only New York and 
North Carolina. 

Lt. Gov. Martha Griffiths’ new pay level 
also will elevate her pay scale to third high-

try, and state lawmakers also will end up in 
third place among state lawmakers, behind 
only New York at $57,500 a year, and Penn- 
sylvania at $47,000. | 

Legislative leaders, including selected 
committee heads, alsa receive bonuses 
above the base pay for al] lawmakers. 

Supreme Court justices also will get more 
money. Present pay of $100,000 a year will 
go up to $103,500 next year and $106,600 in 
1990. 

That will mean higher pay for judges 
across the state. Because of laws which tie 
other state and local judges’ salaries to the 
level of pay for the state supreme court, the 
ripple effect will reach into every court- 
house in Michigan. 

State appeals court judges receive 96 per- 
cent of what supreme court justices are 
paid, circuit judges receive 92 percent, dis- 
trict court judges and probate court judges 
get 88 percent.

NOW THAT THE recommendations have 


been made, the seven members of the SOCC 
slide off into obscurity for another two 
years. Hardly anyone knows who they are, 
or what qualifications they hold for setting 
pay levels. They have no responsibility for 
their actions, except to their own con- 
sciences. : 

Meanwhile, representatives of the 35,000 
state employees are jockeying for wage 
hikes, too. Their bids for five and six percent 
pay increases have been rejected as too 
high; they expect something in the 3 percent 
range. 

The new state budget is being prepared by 
departments which have been told to cut 
their budget requests 9 to 12 percent, and 
stand ready to tighten belts. 

Should the system of pay-setting be 
changed? Some observers think so, in- 
cluding this one. 

The Detroit Free Press, for example, has 
editorialized that the SOCC system of pay 
levels being set by ‘‘an obscure, unelected 
commission is shameful. ... It’s time to drop 
the SOCC charade and place the responsi- 
bility for such compensation decisions 
where it belongs: In the hands of their bene- 
ficiaries -- and the voters who elect them.” 

Clearly it's time to at least take a long 
look at how we decide how much to pay our 
public officials,

The Michigan United Conservation Clubs 
(MUCC) announced a renewed legislative 
effort in January for enactment of legisla- 
tion to better enable the state to recover 
cleanup costs, provide administrative 
remedies and penalties for violations of 
pollution discharge permits and establish a 
new, more stringent fee structure for pollu- 
tion dischargers seeking state permits. 

MUCC Executive Director Thomas L. 
Washington said voter approval of bonding 
for environmental cleanup (Proposal C) 
says voters are willing to devote significant 
amounts of tax money for environmental 
cleanup projects, but those responsible need

may change too, however. 
Now, to change subjects 
from Marine Safety to Hunt- 
er Safety. The safety zone 
law (MCL 312.10b) states 
that a person shall not dis- 
charge a firearm within 150 
yards of an occupied dwell- 
ing, or associated out build- 
ing, without the permission 
of the landowner or leases. 


Questions have arisen as to a 
person hunting on their own 
property, but within the 
safety zone of an adjacent 
jandowner. Guidance we re- 


ceived was that the hunter 
was still exempted, if he was 
on his own property. An At- 
torney. General’s opinion 
now applies to this situation. 
A hunter cannot discharge a 
firearm within the safety 
zone of another, without that 
person’s permission, even 
though the hunter is on his 
own property. 

The safety zone law was 
passed to protect lives and 
property, and to continue to 
allow the previous interpre- 
tation would nullify such 
measures. 
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Many people enjoy eating yogurt plain or 
with fruit but do not realize what a versatile 
tool it is for use in food preparation and in 
cooking.

Used as a substitute for 
sour cream, yogurt can save you over 300 
calories per cup. To keep yogurt from 
separating in foods that are to be cooked or 
stirred vigorously, first mix 1 tablespoon of 
cornstarch with 1 tablespoon of yogurt, then 
stir the mixture into the rest of the yogurt. 
Buying low-fat yogurt is another calorie 
saver. Make Ambrosia by combining 1 can 
each pineapple chunks and mandarin 
oranges, both drained well, with 1/2 c. 
flaked coconut and 1 cup plain yogurt. Make 
a quick tartar sauce by combining 1/2 cup 
drained sweet pickle relish with 1. cup 
yogurt. Another quick sauce for fish or sea- 
food is 1/2 c. yogurt combined with 1/2 cup 
seafood cocktail sauce. This recipe could be 
served as a lunch entree or as an appetizer 
with crackers.

2 envelopes unflavored gelatin
